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"Dorothy and Cora" is one of a collection of thirty- 
seven paintings by J. Alden Weir set forth as a spe- 
cial exhibit by the Carnegie Institute at Pittsburgh 
this year. It is not a recent work, but it possesses 
those qualities which insure permanent interest. Mr. 
Weir's paintings are invariably reticent and personal, 
they never clamor for attention, but they manifest a 
distinctly individual viewpoint. His coloring is not 
strong or rich, his contrasts of light and shade are not 
pronounced, and his compositions are rarely artful, but 
his pictures have both beauty and charm. In them 
values are finely related, complete mastery of medium 
is shown, and intangible things, the things of the 
spirit, are interpreted with subtlety. It is, in fact, 
the temperamental quality of Mr. Weir's work which 
inherently gives it distinction. Julian Alden Weir 
was born in 1852 at West Point, his father being in- 
structor in drawing at the Military Academy. He 
studied first under his father and then under Gerome 
in Paris. He is a member of the National Academy 
of Design, of the "Ten," and other organizations, 
and he has received numerous medals and honors. 
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
